Mra Shoemaker walked to the 
door, touched her husband and realizsd 
that he was dead. ~The heart-broken 
woman screamed and Dr L D. Black 
welder, hearing her cries, hastened to 
the honsa and took the noose from the 
dead man's head and laid him on the 
bed. Other persons soon afterward 
entered the house to render as^istince. 
Mr. Shoemaker used a window sash 
co-d, fastening one end to the knob of 
t door and passing the rope over the 
top cf the door, into wTiich he had cut 
a notch to prevent the cord from slip- 
ping. He made a noose and put his 
tead through it, bending his knees in 
order to tighten tbe rope around his 
neck, when he was soon strangled 


Job M. Shoemaker was born in 


Friend's Cove on December 7,1833, and 
w?s a son of Henry P SI comaker, who 
died when the deceased was about ter 
years cf age. After h s father's death 
Mr. Shoemaker 
woiked on farms 


in Colerain township until he was 17 
years of sge, when he went to Bains- 
burg and secured the position of clerk 
ir J K. Bow'ea' store. 
He was cm- 


ployed by Mr. Bowlts f )r one year and 
than came to Bedford and enterid th.- 
store of Sciomon Filler, where he re- 
mained for some time. 
While with Ea Etood 


Mr. Filler Mr. Shoemaker bought a 
trictcfland in M'ssouri, afterward 
exchanging it for a half interest in a 
gene-al merchar dise store in Bcdfoid 
owned by a Mr. Fisher. Late- Joshua 
Shoemaker, a e^-ii i a of the d< erased 
then ptotmetor ol the Bedford Hi use 
jurcbased tha other half ard thpy con 
ducted the establishment together fo 
sr me time. Then Job M. Shoemaker 
bought bis cousin's interest ard carried 
on tbe bus nets until 1831, when he 
retired. 


The dew dent at all t'mes took ac 


active part in chu-eh work, beirg a 
in»mber o' the E formed congregation 
since his boyto-d. 
Mr. Shoemaker 


was »lw»js found at his place in the 


f hureh and Sunday school whan he 
was able to be there. Ha was superin- 
tendent of St, John'sRefcrm'd Sunday 
school of Bedford for 15 years and was 
an elder o! the church since 1873. He 
also sang in the choir tor many yea^s. 
He was one of the managers .of the 
Bedford Cemetery . association for s 
long tiffie and was p>e,idont of the 
board oi managers for the oast three 
years. About 45 yesrs ago he was 
uoited in ra»rri»gj to Miss Miry 
Bellinger, daughter of the late Jacob 
Ballirger of Bedford. His wife and 
two brctbere survive him, namely, 
Gjo-ge S oemak^, cf Pavin, and C. T

Pau Kmger, president of the Trans- 


vafl republic before and during the 
Boer war and known throughout thej 
world as ' 0 im Paul," died at Clar- 
ens, 
Switzsrland, on July 14, of senile 


pneumonia 
Paal Kruger's family 


were of sturdy German stock 
They 


went to South Africa early in the eigh- 
teenth century and lived the life of 
privation which was in store for the 
youth who was to guide the Transvaal 
repi bhe. Paul was taught to handle 
a gun and to pray. These were the 
cardinal elements of his entire educa 
tion and he used both throughout hifi 
stcruoyhfe. At the age of 14 the lad 
was commissioned by his father to take 
a bullock team home from a journey 
into the Orange Free State. His sistars 
accompanied him in the rough cart 
Suddenly a panther appeared in the 
road and the sixteen bullocks, taking 
fright, ran away. 
Paul, though un- 


armed, faced the panther and after a 
terrific struggle killed it with his 
pocket knife 
He was as fleet, of foot 


as an antelope and the story is told of 
how he once distanced the pick of 
the Kaffir chiefs in s whole day's foot 
raca.' The savages threw away all their 
impedimenta, even the bangles 
on 


their legs, bat Kruger, carrying his 
rifle, cams in ahead Before he had 
reached his majority he had taken 
part in bloody bvtths with the Zalus 
and Jiatabeles, always fljhting with 
daring and success. In 1852 he was 
elected a field cornet of the Dutch 
republic, a commission which included 
both military and civil duties 
From 


that time hio part in all the struggles of 
hia country was conspicuous. In 1872 
he was first mentioned for the presi- 
dency of the Transvaal, but he refused 
the honor. In 1877 the British govern- 
ment proe'aicaed the annexation of 
t^e Transvaal to tlieBrit'sli p-ovlnees 
In 1830 came the outbreak which re- 
sulted iu the annihilation of the British 
f ircesat MsjiVbs HiJ. The republic 
was re-establ shed and Kruger was 
elected one of a tnuomrate to admin.-
